DISTILLERY GRAINS 

Distillery refuse is sold in two 
forms, as slop and in the dried state. 
In the process of distillation, the ref- 
use is warmed causing fermentation 
and for this reason, the slop is avail- 
able to only such dairymen as live 
near a distillery, as it must be drawn 
every day. It is an extremely digest- 
ible and appetizing food for milch 
cows and swine but is not good for 
horses or sheep. Animals take on 
flesh rapidly when fed all they ca 
eat of the slop. For milch cows, the 
slop should not form more than one- 
third the dry matter of the ration. 

The dried distillery grains are 
available to all dairymen and are al- 
most a necessity, being one of the 
very best of feeds for milk produc- 
tion. Cows can be fed the, grains 
in any quantity without injury. Rye 
distillery grains are less digestible 
and contain less protein than those 
from corn. Most of the distillery 
grains are from corn and this prod- 
uct should contain not less than 30 
per cent protein. Experiments con. 
ducted with four milch cows indicated 
that the dried distillery grains are 
superior to oats as a milk producer. 
The cows were fed hay and roots in 
addition to the grains. The experi- 
ment credited the dried distillery 
grains with producing 12 per cent 
more milk and 9 per cent more fat 
than oats.

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CO-OPERATION IN SILO BUILDiNG 





Community building of silos is 
steadily gaining in popularity in 
Wisconsin. The farmers of this 


state are realizing more keenly than 
ever that co-operation in such mat- 
ters will reduce the cost of building. 
Within the past year there has been 
an increased demand made upon the 
engineering department of the Col. 
lege of Agriculture of the University 
of Wisconsin for the use of forms 
used in the construction of concrete 
silos. The department furnishes these
